M. P. Robson of Houston, Tex., has 


advanced an Idcn on the safeguard- 
Ing of railroad crossings that Is be- 
ing hailed as u very valuable sugges- 
tion by railroad safety men and traf- 
fic men generally 


The two drawings illustrate Mr. 


Jtobson's plan. 
The upper drawing 


shows the proposed method where the 
roadwny Is parallel to the railway 
tracks. Take the driver in the tar as pic- 
tured. If a train is coming toward 
him, he sees it while on the main High- 
way. 
If a train is coming in the op- 


posite direction, that Is to his rear, go-

ing in the same direction with him, 
he can't fall to see thl» train when he 
makes the acute angle turn for the 
railroad 
crossing 
and 
Is 
bended 


obliquely back In the other direction. 


In addition, the motorist, In order 


to make the acute angle turn must 
Blow down. 
He will he headed to- 


ward the tracks at a very low rate 
of speed. He will be entirely able to 
stop, and, under the circumstances, It 
Is not likely that he will have any 
ambition to beat th« train to the 
crossing. 


Safety at Turn. 


In case the motorist finds himself 


approaching the turn at too great a 


speed to make the acute angle turn 
aufel} the plan calls for a short run- 
way straight ahead, where the mo- 
torist <an turn around at his leisure. 


The plan works In exactly the same 


way If the motorist la traveling In 
the opposite direction to the one In- 
dicuted. 


The second drawing Illustrates the 


method us applied to roads that cross 
tracks at a right angle. The zig-zag 
forces a slowing down, there being 
one broad turn first, then an acute 
one. 
By making the acute angle turn 


the motorist Is given a good view of 
the tracks In both directions before he 
crosses, lie Is forced to a very slow 
speed and will have his car under 
control.

Raspberry patches are sometimes ru- 
ined because cane blight, anthracnot* 
or cane borers obtain a start. It pays 
to control these troubles aa much aa 
possible by clean culture and the de- 
atractloo of diseased and peat-ridden 
canea. 


Cane blight causes the fruiting canea 


to wilt and die. It often occurs Just 
before harvest time when, there are 
good prospects for a crop.

About June the female cane borer 


may puncture raspberry canes near the 
tips and lay eggs in the incisions. The 
little worms that hatch burrow down 
Into the pith and cause the canes to 
die. When the infested canes are seen 
to wilt the tips containing the worms 
should be nipped off and burned.. The 
prompt burning of the old canes after 
the fruiting season Is also of value In 
destroying this pest. There are sev- 
eral other Insects and fungous diseases 
which slightly ln$ire red raspberries, 
but the" above are the only ones that 
have caused us losses. It seems as if 
considerable more scientific Investiga- 
tion of raspberry Insects and diseases 
will be necessary before the production 
of berries on "a" large scale will be at- 
tempted by the average fanner.

LABELS WILL INJURE TREES 


Whether of Copper or Iron It It 
. Dangerous Thing to Let Remain, 


Particularly on Peach. 


No matter whether thejabel Is of 


copper or iron It Is a dangerous thing 
to leave on a tree when you plant It, 
particularly when left on a peach tree, 
which is a very fast grower. If the 
wire Is^left on the tree at planting 
It Is pretty sure to cut through the 
bark as the tree t errands, and thus 
seriously Injures* or destroys the 
tree. If you will twist the label wire 
around a branch of the tree instead of 
around the body your trees will escape 
Injury. Labels are not the best de- 
vice for indicating varieties. The best 
plan is to have a boot of records. \Be- 
ginning at a certain point, number the 
trees -1, 2, 3, 4, and so on. 


How Desert Conditions Arise. , 


Desert conditions arise In any re- 


gion in which the rainfall is markedly 
less than the amount of water that 
evaporates from the surface. As the 
amount of evaporation naturally In- 
creases from the polar regions toward 
the tropics and is affected by winds 
and elevation, it follows that no arbi- 
trary amount of rainfall may be desig- 
nated as an Invariable cause or ac- 
companiment of arid or desert condi- 
tions.

FRUITS FROZE,". IN TRANSIT 


Enormous Loss** Caused Annually by- 


products Freezing While In Hand* 


of Railroad*. 


Enormous 'losses are caused annual- 


ly because large quantities of fruits 
and vegetables are frozen In transit. 
Last winter shippers of apples In three 
states— Oregon, 
Washington, 
and 


Idaho—filed claims against .railroads 
amounting to over $3,000,000 to cover 
losses from -freezing. To assist In re- 
ducing such losses, the bureau of mar- 
kets, United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, has distributed as widely as 
possible Information relative to the 
proper methods of loading, and 'heating 
both refrigerator and ordinary bos 
cars. Recently,' as a result of Inves- 
tigations, the bureau has practically 
completed the design for heating equip- 
ment for use In connection with the 
United States standard refrigerator 
car, the specifications for which were 
drawn up in this bureau. Experiments 
have shown that a refrigerator car, 
equipped with this heating system, will 
protect fruits and vegetables from 
freezing, even at a temperature of 40 
degrees below zero. Service tests, to 
adapt this heating system to practical 
erery-day conditions, will be carried 
on this winter.

INDIAN UPRISING PUT DOWN 


Notable Battle Between Aborigines 


and Spaniards Recorded In His- 


tory of Durango, Mexico. 


The name of the little settlement 


of Tepehuantes, In Durango, Mexico, 
recalls one of the earliest events In 
Durango's recorded history, a bulletin 
of 'the National' Geographic society 
remarks. It was the tribe which gawa 
the name to the vlllsge which, with 
the Tarahumares, arose against the 
Spanish settlers four years before 
Plymouth colony was founded. 
In 


that yar some 25,000 Indians of these 
two tribes marched on Durango city. 
They killed missionaries and burned 
down churches as they\ moved. Not 
more than 600 white people withstood 
this siege, and even allowing for an 
exaggeration in their estimate of 15,- 
000 of their enemy killed, the white 
man's victory was a terrible lesson 
to their assailants. 


These tribes had a beverage, tes- 


vlno, peculiar to them—a beer, of 
milk and water 
hue—made 
from 


malsh corn and grass seed. 


The descendants of these Indians 


retain symbols introduced by early 
missionaries, but little of Christianity. 
When they worship pagan gods before 
a Christian cross they pour out liba- 
tions of tesvlno. They feed It to in- 
fants along with their mother's milk 
to ward off sickness. They use it as 
a liniment, and take it internally for 
every ill. They employ it at orgies 
with no thought of debauchery, for 
such orgies are part of their worship

Food Refuse Clue to Cavemen. 


If cavemen had not been so accom- 


modating as to leave their remains in 
caves, we should be without clues re- 
garding the human Inhabitants of Eu- 
rope thousands of years ago. Marett, 
the anthropologist, tells of a cave In 
Jersey, near the Bay of St. Brelalde. 
where scientists dug down through 
some 20 feet of clay and rock rubbish, 
probably carried there in the course of 
the last Ice age that mantled Europe, 
and discovered a prehistoric hearth 
with the large stones that had propped 
up the.fire, and even some of the ashes. 
Bones were found In a heap of food- 
refuse, which, when examined, proved 
to be the remains of the woolly rhinoc- 
eros, the reindeer, two kinds or 
horses, of a wild ox and of a deer. 
Thirteen human teeth were found in 
the food-heap. The dinera had alao 
left their knives—flint chipped on one 
side.

How Air Specimens Are Secured.

The sudden withdrawal of the last thousand of the American soldierrfrom the Rhino 


is interpreted by many Washington correspondents and editorial observers as an emphatic 
protest on the part of the United States Government against France's 'invasion of the 
Ruhr Basin and seizure of "productive guaranties" for the payment of Germany's 
reparations debt. This Attitude .on the part of official Washington, it is generally agreed, 
is due neither to sympathy for Germany nor lack of it for France, but to a conviction 
that the seizure of guaranties will not solve the reparations problem, and that it opens 
the door to a host of disastrous possibilities, chief among which is another world war. 


Many American papers, on the other hand, whole-heartedly applaud France! qr resorting to a $how 


offeree, "the only language that Germany understand;"; and they predict that her course will be rally justified 
by the results. The German-language press in the United States is pessimistic. "In taking from Germany her 
richest industrial district the French will deprive themselves of the last chance to get any further reparation!," 
declares the Philadelphia Tageblatt, which thinb "that the results of the Ruhr invasion will amount to 
"French suicide as well as unspeakable misery and chaos* Jfor Germany, and' possibly civil war in the 
Reich." Other German-language papers express similar convictions. '

FOR RARE U. S. STAMP 


First 104ent Stamp of 1847 


Had Been Cut hi Two to Pay 


5-Cent Pottage. 


A United States postage stamp, said 


to be the only c«py 1*» existence, was 
purchased for fl.OW recemtly at an 
auction sale held in Mew Tork. The 
same of the buyer was not announced, 
but it Is stated that be has one of the 
best collections of the United States 
•tsmps in the country. 


The rarity was a horizontal half of 


the first Ifrcent stamp Issued by the 
United States in 1847. A 8-cent stamp 
was Issued in the same year, but the 
user of the stamp sold evidently had 
no 5-cent stamps when be mailed bis 
letter from Baltimore, so be carefully 
cut the 10-cent stamp In two pieces 
and used one of the halves to pay we 
5-cent letter postage. The stamp was 
on the original envelope. Had It not 
been on'the envelope the stamp would 
probably not be recognized as genuine. 
A few copies of the 10-cent variety 
have been cut vertically and diagonal- 
ly to serve for 6-cent postage and they 
are valued from $200 to 1200. 


An Inverted center copy of the first 


United States airplane stamp, 24 
cents, crimson and blue, Issued in 
1918. sold for 1615. It was unused, but 
not perfectly centered, for a 4-cent 
Columbian Issue, 1898, printed in blue, 


This 


was slightly" higher than the standard 
catalogue price, but it was a superb 
unused copy. An unused copy of the 
24-cent. 1800 Issue, with wide margins, 
sold for $125. An Imperforate copy of 
the 4-cent brown, 1002 Issue, but with 
oblong perforations at the sides pri- 
vately applied for machine use, sold 
for $03. Only 24 coplea of this odd 
variety are known. • , 
. . 


Among the foreign stamps which 


brought high prices was a Bulgarian 
error-stamp, the 5-stotrlck, rose, print- 
ed In the color of the 10-stotrIck, which 
sold for $101, and the same price was 
paid for a 15-centlme French stamp, 
unused, in the rare blue green shade 
on green paper. For a choice special 
collection of Netherlands stamps cov- 
ering the years from 1852 to 1807, In- 
clusive, $151 was paid. There, were 
179 stamps In the collection, nine being 
on original envelopes.
